“In connection with these — statis- 
tics showing the increase in the total 
annual yield of: wheat in the United 
States it is most important to note 
the words of Mr. C, L. Olmsted, chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics at Wash- 
rington, who has just recently issued 
the results of a st@dy on the subject 
of .population and subsistance. He 
combats thé view that agricultural 
production will fail to keep pace with 
the growth of population, and he 
shows. that the agriculture of the 
United States, after passing through 
a phase of decadence incident to the 
exploitation of new land, has -ob- 
tained a secure footing,in the con- 
trary direction toward improvement. 
'“The -general trend of production 
per acre was a declining one during 
the two decades 1876-1885 and 1886- 
1895, but in the decade 1896-1905 and 
from 1906-1909 the mean ‘production 
per acre has steadily increased. Mr. 
Olmsted shows that the meari produc- 
tion per acre for the four years, 
1906-1909, has ‘increased over the pre-
